U.S. backs Israel 
warning — Avineri

Washington approved of Foreign 
Minister Ylgal Alton's warning last 
week that Israel would not 
countenance the butchery of 
Christians in southern Lf bacon, and 
reports to the contrary were un- 
founded, Foreign Ministry Director- 
General Shlomo Avineri fold the 
cabinet yesterday. 

Prof. Avineri also reported on the 
relative lull that has prevailed in the 
border-area fighting over the past 
couple of days. 

The U.S. officially announced that 
there was no contradiction between 
its stand and the Israeli stand, as ex- 
pressed both diplomatically and 
publicly by Alton, Avineri said. He 
was answering a query from 
Tourism Minister Moshe Kbl, who 
wanted to know if there was any fric- 
tion between the two capitals over 
Alton’s warring. 

Avineri said: "Certain Israeli cor- 
respondents in Washington tried to 
squeeze something out of the State 
Department which had no basis in 
fact."

Premier Yitzhak Rabin yesterday 
handed! over the chairmanship of the 
cabinet to Defence Minister Shimon 
Peres, effective next week and on a 
provisional basis. 

Rabin announced this yesterday in 
a brief statement to the cabinet. No 
comments or questions were raised 
by any of the ministers present. 

Rabin said he would be going on 
leave as of April 22, immediately 
after Independence Day, until after 
the Kn esset elections next month. 

"I have asked Minister Shimon 
Peres to preside at the cabinet 
sessions and at those ministerial 
committees where I hold the chair- 
man’s position during my period of 
leave, ’ ’ Rabin said. “I shall work out 
the detailed procedures for the func- 
tioning of the government during the 
period of my leave with Minister 
Shimon Peres. Our conclusions will 
be conveyed to the ministers." 

Yesterday’s cabinet session was 
delayed until the afternoon to allow 
Rabin time to arrive from his wife's 
trial in Tel Aviv. 


Soviets not 
seeking ties, 
cabinet told

The Soviet Union has informed the 
U.S. it has no intention of restoring 
diplomatic ties with Israel, the 
cabinet was told yesterday. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko told Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance in Moscow last month 
that there was no change in his coun- 
try's stand about the ties. Prof. 
Shlomo Avineri, director-general of 
the Foreign Ministry, said in a 
foreign affairs briefing. The matter 
had been raised by Vance, Avineri 

The question came up when Health 
Minister Victor Shemtov suggested 
that Israel would do well to approach 
the Soviet Union now and offer to 
restore ties. 

Prof. Avineri said It was true that 
Soviet utterances about Israel's 
policies were less abrasive at pre- 
sent than they had been. But 
there was no indication that the 
Soviet Union had changed Its policies 
towards the Middle East conflict, he 
added. 

(In the past few days there have 
been press reports from the U.S., 
quoting Soviet and U.S. State 
Department officials as Indicating 
that the Russians may he moving in 
the direction of establishing normal 
relations with Israel.) 

Prof. Avineri also spelled out the 
issues which Syrian President Hafez 
Assad was likely to air during his

Rabin reports on 
Egypt’s ‘new angle’

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin told 
the cabinet yesterday that Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat has 
presented the U.8. a “new angle" in 
Egyptian policy: active Egyptian 
participation in an effort to contain 
Soviet domination in certain African 
countries. 

Reporting on Sadat's recent visit 
to Washington, Rabin said this con- 
trasted with the Egyptian stand a 
few years ago, when it cultivated an 
anti-Western role in various parts of 
Africa. 

This turnabout has created a "new 
aspect" in Egypt-U.S. relations, 
Rabin reported. But it is too early to 
assess the possible implications of 
this new Egyptian policy, he said. 

Rabin said there was no confirma- 
tion of. any U.S. decision on arms 
supplies for Egypt. But it was known 
that Sadat was asking for American 
arms in his newly acquired "African 
role." 

Indicating that Israel has not yet 
been fully briefed by Washington on 
Sadat’s visit, Rabin told the cabinet 
that information was still only "par- 
tial" and that "the cabinet will need 
to be informed when authoritative 
information is received.”

IL250.000 
for Lea Rabin

TEL AVIV. — Lea Rabin yesterday 
pleaded guilty in the District Court 
here to the illegal possession of 
foreign currency and was fined 
H2250.000 — or a year in jail. 

The maximum penalty for such an 
offence Is three years' imprison- 
ment. But Judge Dov Levin noted In 
handing down sentence that the 
prime minister's wife will now have 
to live with the stigma of a criminal 
conviction. It is possible, he said, 
that she had already been punished 
by her "precipitous fall" from a 
prominent position In society. 

Dressed in a dark-blue suit and 
wearing sunglasses, .a grim-faced 
Mrs. Rabin arrived at the heavily 
guarded courthouse shortly before 
the proceedings started at 8:80 a.m. 
The prime minister accompanied his 
wife in the car but did not attend the 
proceedings. 

Mrs. Rabin, accompanied by her 
lawyer, Shimon Alexandra nl, made 
her way through the crowds of 
curious onlookers who packed the 
corridors outside the courtroom on 
the fourth floor. In the prisoner’s 
dock, she was tense at first but 
gradually relaxed. 

Seated beside her was her 
daughter Dalia, a lawyer. When 
Judge Levin enisnjc the courtroom. 
Dalia moved over to the bench next 
to Mrs. Rabin's attorney. 


At the start of the proceedings, 
Mrs. Rabin admitted to the charge — 
possession of foreign currency 
without, offering to sell it to the 
Treasury, as required by law. 

Tel Aviv District Attorney Victoria 
Ostrovsky-Cohen, as expected, did 
not ask the court to impose a prison 
sentence. This was the accused's 
first offence, she pointed out, the 
money was obtained legally and 
there was no evidence that lira. 
Rabin had smuggled the money Into 
the country or bad engaged in any il- 
legal transactions. 

Nevertheless, the prosecutor said, 
the accused could not claim that she 
"simply neglected" to close her two 
accounts at the National Bank in' 
Washington. The documents relating 
to the accounts were sent to a 
relative in New York, the prosecutor 
noted. 

Moreover, Mrs. Rabin had made 
eight withdrawals from the accounts 
between leaving Washington in 
March 1973 (when Mr. Rabin wound 
up his tour of duty as ambassador) 
and her most recent visit.

Allon: Detente must spread 
to Middle East as well 


AMSTERDAM. — Western socialist 
leaders agreed yesterday to keep 
pressing the Soviet Bloc to respect 
human rights, saying their aim was 
fully compaible with detente. They 
concluded a two-diy conference here 
on East-West relations organized by 
the Dutch Labour Party and attend- 
ed by socialist representatives from 
24 nations. 

Israel Foreign Minister Ylgal 
Allan said detente must spread from 
Europe to Africa, the Mediterranean 
and the Middle East 

“Detente is indispensable if We are 
to save the world," Alton said. “We 
have a choice between coexistence 


and no existence. The concept must 
not be applied to Europe alone — it 
must serve both sides and take in all 
the world’s problems. The existing 
ideological competition Is there 
because we are competing for the 
future of mankind." 

Alton also stressed that the Jewish 
problem in the Bovlet Union would 
not be easily solved. "There are 
three million Jews in the Soviet 
Union, but they are different from 
the* other cultures within that coun- 
try. As a result the problem will con- 
tinue. The only way to get it solved is

Owen tells whites to trust guerrillas 


SALISBURY.— British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen told 
Rhodesians in a television Inter- 
view last night that black 
nationalists fighting to overthrow 
Prime Minister Ian Smith's white-* 
minority government "are essential- 
ly men of goodwill being driven to 
take up arms." 

He said he understood white anxie- 
ty and black mistrust, but he believ- 
ed Rhodesia had a potentially 
prosperous future ahead of it. He 
told his audience that black guerrilla 
leader Robert Mugabe had himself 
said: "I am a man of peace who has 
been driven to take up violence." 

Owen, who was interviewed by 
Rhodesian television during a visit 
here that ended early yest erday, said 
he believed there was & surprisingly 


large fund of goodwill between the 
races in Rhodesia. 

Owen was due back in London late 
last night. In the afternoonhe flew to 
Marxist Angola, where he met with 
President Agostinho Neto. 
Diplomatic sources said the meeting 
was friendly but that Neto main- 
tained his usual militant stand on 
solving the southern African 
problem. 

Owen has been sounding out 
Africans on a new British plan for 
reconvening a constitutional con- 
ference to work out peaceful transfer 
of power to Rhode s ia's ‘black m a- 
jority. He stopped off in Lagos for 
talks with Nigeria’s foreign minister 

on his way back to Britain.

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Assad to USSR 
to mend ties

Syria's President Hafez Assad 
is scheduled to fly to Moscow to- 
day for talks seen likely to affect 
the scope of Soviet influence in 
the region. 

On the one hand, Assad will seek a 
continuity of the Soviet Military and 
economic aid that the Kremlin has 
been extending on a selective basis 
amid tightened controls. On the 
other, the Syrian leader is expected ' 
to sound out the Kremlin on Middle 
East and African conflicts which 
have strained Moscow’s relations ! 
with several Arab capitals. x 

Assad last visited the Soviet Union 
in October 1975. His relations with 
Moscow were damaged last year 
when the Syrians rolled into Lebanon 
in a bid to crack down on a 
Palestinian- leftist alliance HnHUny 
that country's civil war. Syria's re- 
cent provision of logistic support to 
this alliance in Lebanon, however, is i 
said to have eased the strains 
between it and Moscow. 

Observers expect Assad to patch 
up bis differences with the Kremlin, ( 
as well as those between Egypt and 
the Soviet Union. Relations between 
the latter two countries reached 
their lowest ebb when Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat tore up a 
treaty with Moscow in March 1976. 

Assad’s trip to Moscow comes 
three weeks before his planned 
meeting in Europe with U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter on the prospects 
of an overall Middle East settle- 
ment. Carter has already conferred 
with outgoing Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and with Sadat in 
Washington. He is dne to receive Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein and Saudi 
Arabia's Crown Prince Fahd soon. 

The Syrian leader will be the first 
Arab head of state to call on the 
Kremlin since Soviet Communist 
Party chief Leonid Brezhnev set out 
his recent proposals for settling the 
Middle East conflict in phases and 
establishing a Palestinian state. 
Brezhnev at the time made no direct 
mention of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization or of Yasser Arafat 
who just paid a call on the Kremlin.

Assad’s own visit to Moscow, 
significantly, occurs at a time when 
the focus of Kremlin interest 
appears to be shifting from Middle 
East countries to central and east 
African states bordering key Arab 
governments. 

Mans our Khaled, the foreign 
minister of Sudan, which is currently 
at loggerheads with the Soviets, said 
earlier this week in New York that 
the KTemlln’s African strategy was 
basically aimed at Strangling 
Sadat’s regime hi Egypt. 

Sadat himself went on record as 
saying that he was increasingly con- 
cerned about the current massive 
drive the Soviets were waging 
together with Cuba in African coun- 
tries in Egypt’s backyard. 

Egyptian apprehensions were 
voiced mainly over Soviet and Cuban 
presence in Libya, whose leader, 
Muammer Gaddafi, is now Sadat's 
staunchest foe. The Egyptians have 
also been dramatizing their concern 
over Soviet and Cuban activity in 
Ethiopia, alleged to be pressing far 
the overthrow of Sudan's J a afar 
Numeiry, Sadat's closest ally. 

The Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency yesterday claimed that 
about 200 Cubans haye arrived in Ad- 
dis Ababa to direct the local 
government’s guerrilla war ag ains t 
rebels In the Arab-oriented province 
of Eritrea, which borders Sudan. 

Egypt Sudan recently entered 
a joint political command with 
Syria, once an avowed Soviet ally 
that has been moving towards a 
traditionally Western-oriented Arab 
camp. 

Hussein to. London 

LONDON (Reuter). — King Hussein 
of Jordan arrived here yesterday for 
a week-long visit and for talks with 
the British government on the Mid- 
dle East situation and bilateral 
relations. 

His visit precedes a planned trip to 
Washington for discussions with 
President Jimmy Carter on 
prospects of a Middle East settle- 
ment. 


Arab League moves to defuse 
potential Egypt-Libya conflict

The Arab League moved yester- 
day to defuse a potentially explosive 
conflict between Egypt and Libya, 
which have been deporting each 
other's citizens and exchanging 
virulent propaganda attacks. 

The league secretariat said it 
would neither summon a special ses- 
sion nor circulate strongly worded 
notes lodged by the two neighbours. 
Instead, the league moved to 
mediate between the fwo at the re- 
quest of Arab ambassadors at the 
UN, who cabled that the conflict 
-might* Jeopardize their standing at 
the International forum. 

Relations between the two coun- 
tries were strained when Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat rejected Li- 
byan leader Colonel Muammar Gad- 
dafi's bid in the summer of 1973 for a 
merger. The relations deteriorated 
further following the Yom ffippur 


War, with Gaddafi denouncing 
Sadat's Middle East policy. 

The latest Egyptian note to the 
league said that Ldbyahad "become 
a den of international terrorists and 
criminals," Including the world's 
most wanted terrorist, C&rlos. 

In an article appearing in the 
latest Issue of the weekly "October,” 
published yesterday, Sadat said that 
Gaddafi was a "schizophrenic Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde." 

Cairo’s mass-circulation "Al- 
Akhbar" newspaper yesterday urg- 
ed Egypt to waive self-restraint 
unseat Gaddafi, in spite of What 
editor Mussa Sabry described as the 
protection given Gaddafi by Russia 
and Cuba. "The Egyptian people 
wish this lunatic to be confronted 
with methods that will protect the 
Arabs from his madness that is sink- 
ing to bloodthirstiness and crime," 
Sabry wrote.

The rabbi, speaking In 
Hebrew, said he had come to return 
the Jews to Shechem (Nablus). 

A municipal clerk, in Arabic, an- 
. nounced that Nablus' radical mayor 
Bassam, Sh&ka’a refused to receive 
him.

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Magistrate orders 
special diet for 
diabetic suspect 

HAIFA (Itim). — A Haifa 
magistrate has ordered the police to 
enable a suspect in the lockup to get 
the special diet he needs for his 
diebetic condition — or release him 
immediately. 

The suspect, junk dealer A vr all am 
Luchlnaky, was arrested about a 
week ago on suspicion of stealing 
copper scrap from a supplier. 

His lawyer told the court that 
although Luchinsky Is suffering 
from diabetes and heart disease, the 
police have not allowed members of 
his family to bring him the special 
dietetic food he requires. The lawyer 
claimed the police are denying his 
client the food to pressure him Into 
confessing. 

Magistrate's Court Judge Micha 
Lin dens trau as ordered an Im- 
mediate investigation into the com- 
plaint, saying that if it was true, the 
police were guilty of depriving the 
suspect of his “elementary human 
rights." 

The magistrate nevertheless 
ordered Luchinsky remanded for an 
additional five days — on condition 
the police allow him his special diet. 


Government corp. 
employees to get 
4.75% pay rise 

The Cabinet Committee on Wages 
yesterday decided to grant 
employees in government cor- 
porations a 4.73 per cent wage in- 
crease, similar to tbe increase 
granted to Koor employees. 

By the end of this week the govern-' 
ment and tbe Hlstadrut will com- 
plete the details of the raise. A stick- 
ing point centres on whether the in- 
crement is to be paid to all the 
employees or only to production 
workers. 

The increment will be paid on tbe 
basic .wage and on overtime 
payments, but the cost-of-living 
allowance will not- be paid ; during- 
1977 on-this amount. Social benefits, 
however, are to be increased accor-' 
ding to the increment.

IL800 increase earlier this year.

6,000 demonstrate for 
Soviet Jewry in London

LONDON.— One of the biggest 
Soviet Jewry demonstrations ever 
staged here took place at Hyde Park 
yesterday. More than 6,000 persons - 
attended the rally and then marched 
to the Soviet Embassy waving 
banners urging “Human rights for 
Soviet Jewry," and “Helsinki: Emp- 
ty promises, full jails." 

The main thrust of the rally was a 
demand for the release of 
“refusenik" prisoners from Soviet 
jails. The wife of prisoner Anatoly 
Shcharansky, A vital Shcharansky, 
was cheered when she addressed the 
crowd in Hebrew. Interestingly, her 
alarm at the current “pogrom at- 
mosphere" in the Soviet Union was 
dropped from the English transla- 
tion, read to the crowd by actor 
Edward Fox (“Day of the Jackal”). 

Fox was one of the many non- 
Jew! gh celebrities taking part in the 
demonstrations. Others included 
Britain's first lady of the stage. 
Dame Peggy Ashcroft; 1976 
Academy Award-winning actress 
Janet Suzman; and Lord Byers, 
leader of the liberals in the House of 
Lords. There were also a number of 
Anglican churchmen in attendance, 
including, Canon Peter Schneider, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury’s ad- 
viser on inter-religious affairs. 

Demonstrators, many of them 
youthful, came from all over Britain 
to participate In the protectst. 

Sarah Honig adds from, Tel Aviv: 

The memorial service for 
Holocaust martyrs planned last 
week by Jewish activists in Moscow 
was held in a private flat after tbe 
authorities fjbrbade both an outdoor 
gathering and the bolding of a syn- 
agogue service, it was learned here 
yesterday. 

The activists wanted to hold the 
memorial outside the sole surviving 
synagogue In the Soviet capital last 
Thursday — Martyrs and Heroes 
Remembrance Day in Israel. The 
authorities, turned down their re- 
quest, terming It “a Zionist con- 
spiracy." The appointed synagogue 
committee, which the activists say Is 
made up of "official approved 
Jews.” said that no memorial ser- 
vice would be allowed during tbe 
month of Nissan.

Israel asks U.S. 
for cash in 1978

Israel has officially asked the 
Carter Administration to grant part 
of the military aid for fiscal 1978 In 
the form of cash rather than goods. 

The request concerns 5150m. out of 
the fl ,000m. in military aid approved 
for that year. 

In- the past such requests were ap- 
proved reluctantly. 

The Americans wish the aid to be 
given in American-produced goods 
so as to supply employment in the 
U.S. However, Israel needs the cash 
to purchase military equipment 
from other countries. Israel was 
recently reported to have bought 
three submarines from tbe English 
— a transaction of the sort for which 
cash is needed. 


Five persons to be honoured at Yad Vashem 


A Frenchman and four persons 
from the Netherlands will be 
honoured as Righteous Gentiles by 
Yad Vashem today. Trees in the 
honour of Daniel T roc me of France, 
Johan-Hendrlk Takkenberg; 
Gerards and Riek Hoefs, and Pieter 
Wybenga of Holland will also be 
planted. 

Daniel Trocme, a teacher of 
physics, took responsibility for two 
hiding-places for Jewish children 
after the Nazis occupied France. He 
was arrested by the S3 and taken to 
.Buchenwald, where he died. His 


brother, Michel, will be present at 
the ceremony. 

Takkenberg fed and gave shelter 
'to several Jewish families during the 
time the Nazis controlled Holland. 
He . was taken to a forced labour 
camp in 1944, and was freed eight 
months later by the Allies. . 

Gerards and Riek Hoefs of Utrecht 
accepted a 32-year-old Jewish girl as 
a member of their family for two 
years. As Catholics, they told 
neighbours that the dark-haired girl 
(they were blond) was the daughter 
of Mrs. Hoefs’ sister, who had 
married a Protestant. After the war. 


they refused offers of financial com- 
pensation for caring for the girl. 

As a leader of the Resistance in 
northern Holland, Pieter Wybenga 
was instrumental in tbe rescue of 
hundreds of Jews from the Nazis. He 
also took considerable risks to hide 
fugitive Jews hi his own home for 
long periods of time. Now 75, 
Wybenga is editor-in-chief of the 
Dutch newspaper “Tzies Dagblad.” 
He has written a book on the Nazi oc- 
cupation of Holland and the persecu- 
tion of Jews. 

The ceremony will take place atll 
o'clock at Yad Vashem.

It 
Is their first advance since the in- 
surgents, former supporters of the 
late K ata ny an secessionist leader 
Moise Tshombe, Invaded south- 
eastern Zaire early last month. 

The agency, which said Saturday 
that government forces had ad- 
vanced 20 km., gave no fresh 
geographical details of the fighting 


yesterday. . 

Meanwhile, the French Govern- 
ment said yesterday that all French 
planes ferrying Moroccan m il i t ar y 
aid to Zaire have now left that coun- 
try. An official statement from the 
presidential palace said the aircraft 
bad accomplished their mission and 
the last of them left Zaire on Satur- 
day. 

The secretary-general of the 
Organization of African Unity 
(OAU), William Eteld Mboumoua, 
left Addis Ababa yesterday for Uian- 
da as part of his efforts to seek an 
"African solution" to the Zaire 
crisis. An OAU statement on the 
visit, which follows an earlier trip to 
Zaire itself, said: "There is great 
danger of the possibility of inter- 
nationalizing the crisis in Zaire, 
thereby making it impossible for 
Africa to find an African solution." 

Peking’s "People's Daily" said 
yesterday Zaire is being invaded by 
mercenaries instigated and sup- 
ported by the Soviet Union. "There 
are signs that the Kremlin 
is contemplating new adventurist 
measures against Zaire and other 
Af rican countries," the paper said.

Two of them — Jacobo 
Timmerman, 58, founder and 
publiaher of the dally, and bis news 
editor, Enrique Jar a. were picked up 
from their homes Friday night by 20 
armed men. 

The army later announced It was 
holding Timmerman in connection 
with allegations linking & local finan- 
cial group with the dissident 
Feronlst Montonero guerrillas.

The U.S. announced last week that 
it was sending Mobutu's government 
about 318 m, in “non-lethal" military 
supplies.

Quoting “intelligence sources,”

strong links with a California man, 
David Bulkin, who, according to the 
sources, is beading up the Zaire

operation with funds. 

The CIA also has informed the U.S. 
Justice Department that it will not 
cooperate with a pending investiga- 
tion of Bulkin's recruitment efforts, 
“Newsday" said. Bulkin, 48, was in- 
volved in the recruitment of 
American mercenaries for lig htin g 
in Angola last year, the paper said. 

Three of those mercenaries were 
killed in action and three were cap- 
tured, one of whom was later ex- 
ecuted. 

The Justice Department had said 
that Bulkin would be prosecuted for 
violating UJS. neutrality laws. But 
the CIA refused to provide any infor- 
mation to the Justice Department 
and no prosecution has taken place, 
"Newsday" quoted the sources as 
saying.

Fossilized jaw-bone 
found in China 


HONG KONG (Reuter). — The 
fossilized jaw-bone of an ape which 
lived some eight million years ago 
and showed signs of evolution 
towards man has been found in tbe 
southwest China province of Yun- 
nan, the New China News Agency 
■ reported yesterday. 

The agency said the lower jaw- 
bone was well preserved, but two 
4 central in da or teeth were missing. 

It had some important features in- 
dicating the transition from ape to 
man, similar to those of 
Ramapithecua, which is generally 
believed to be the distant ancestor of 
Homo Sapiens, the agency said. 

The jaw-bone, the first of its kind 
found in the world, would supply new 
scientific data for the study the 
origin of man, the agency added- 


Bight wing plans 
censure of Suarez 


Marram (UPI). — Spain's most 
powerful right-wing party said 
yesterday that it has completed 
preparations to call the Cortes 
(parliament) Into special session to 
censure Premier Adolfo Suarez for 
having lifted the 88 -year-old ban on 
the Communist Party. 

But despite this move, the political 
crisis sparked by a strong army 
backlash to the legalization of the 
Communists appeared to be ebbing 
quickly. 

The an nouncement on Friday that 
Spain's first free elections in 41 
years will definitely be held on June 
IS. was seen hy Spanish commen- 
tators as proof that the right-wing 
assault on the government’s 
ripm nf rpHTPtin n policies has been 
turned back. 


Soviets in Cyprus 


NICOSIA (UPI). — A Soviet delega- 
tion has arrived in Cyprus for talks 
with Greek and Turkish Cypriot 
leaders. 

Delegation chief Vasslli 
Grubyakov, a high Soviet Foreign 
Minis try official, said on arrival 
from Athens late Saturday night that 
he expected "useful and interesting 
discussions" with the government of 
Cypriot President Archbishop 
Makarios and Turkish Cypriot 
leaders today. 

Grubyakov declined to say 
whether the Soviet visit signalled a 
new Soviet initiative to end the long- 
standing dispute between Cyprus' 
Greek and minority Turkish com- 
munities.

ZAMBOANGA CITY, The Philip- 
pines (UPI) . — Thousands of voters 
cast their ballots in a referendum in 
18 southern Philippine provinces 
yesterday, and . unofficial initial 
returns indicate a repudiation of the 
separatist Mbro National Liberation 
Front. . a . . . 

Unofficial returns from six of 
the more than A , 000 precincts 
reported four hours after the polls 
closed 378 voted “no" to questions on 
whether the Moro front should rule 
an autonomous Moslem region Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos had created 
last March out of 14 provinces. Only 
24 “yes” votes were counted, the 
returns showed. 

The commission on elections said 
there are about four million 
registered voters in tbe is provinces. 
Complete returns are not expected to 
be blown until three or four days 
after the voting. 

The Moro front, the main rebel 
force that has spearheaded an In- 
dependence movement for the 
Filipino minority the past four and a 
half years, boycotted the polls. 

Thambyapha Manjoorsa, adviser 
to Moro front leader Nur Misuari, 
said yesterday the outcome of the 
referendum is not binding on the 
Mbro front. 
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WHO AMONG US remembers that two decades 
ago Burma was a household word in Israel? How 
many of us can recall the grand welcome given 
Burmese President U Nn when he was one of the 
first foreign leaders to visit Israel? And how 
David Ben-Gurion later returned the visit! and 
the mild shock and amusement with which we at 
home reacted to reports that he wore Burmese 
dress and had gone Into Buddhist meditation? 

It was mainly through Burma that our 
diplomatic service In those far-off days 
penetrated to the Far Bast and Southeast Asia, 
to make our fledgllngstate’s presence felt in the 
then little-known world east of India. Burma was 
much In the world headlines those days, just a 
fewy ears after World War n. when the Japanese 
occupation of the country turned it into a major 
battlefield. Burmese nationalists first fought the 
British and then the Japanese, whom they found 
to be worse oppressors. 

But in 2982, after the country's first 14 years of 
Independence, Burma- suddenly became one of 
the most isolated countries in the non- 
Co mmunist world when President Ne Win seized 
power in a bloodless coup and instituted an 
austere form of self-sufficient socialism. 

It was virtually cut off from the world ; and it is 
only now, after the enormous strides made by 
Communism tn Southeast Asia, t ha t this once 
prosperous land of 30 million people is beginning 
to open its doors to foreign busi nes s after the 
glaring failures of Its official “Burmese Way to 
Socialism."

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Three desserts a month for surviving Cambodian 


BANGKOK. — Cambodian bead of, 
state Khieu Samphan marked the se- 
cond anniversary of the Communist 
victory by pledging his people — 
reduced by as much as a fifth since 
his victory — to more relentless toil. 
But there were signs in his Phnom 
Penh speech, monitored here on Fri- 
day, that life might now become a lit- 
tle easier. 

Samphan indicated that his 
government — called simply 
"Angkar" or 'The Organization’ ' — 
had not changed Its priorities. The 
emphasis was on self-reliance, hard 
work, and the education of a people 
“happy with a simple, rustic, dis- 
ciplined existence." 

But Samphan also indicated an 
awareness of human problems. He 
announced what seemed, to people 
here who are familiar with Cambo- 
dian reports, to be a bigger rice ra- 
tion and said Cambodians now were 
served a dessert three times a 
month. 

As the people needed “substantial 
nourishment to give strength and 
resistance to them as well as to those ' 
who will -follow them," they would 
now get between two and three milk- 
tins of rice a day, depending on their 
personal, "category." The previous 
daily ..rati qjj.,. as reported ..by,,, 
refugees, was one milk tin (a Cam- 
bodian milk tin holds roughly -228 
millilitres). 

AP's George Gedda adds: 

Two years have passed since a 
weeping U.S. ambassador, carrying 
a plastic-wrapped American flag, 
fled Cambodia shortly before the 
American-backed government there 
surrendered to the superior 
firepower of the Khmer Rouge 
forces. 

Ike dvil war which raged in Cam- 
bodia for the previous live yean had 
ended — but only in a sense. Accor- 
ding to estimates, since the 1978 
Khmer Bongo triumph between 600,- 
MO and 1 JS million Chmbodians have 
died as a result ol executions, star- 
vation, forced marches and other 
causes.

Various U.S. officials, basing their 
Information largely on refugee 
reports, gave this account of what 
has happened in Cambodia since the 
Khmer Rouge achieved final victory 
two years ago yesterday: 

Aside from the obvious targets for 
liquidation, such as supporters of file 
ousted Lon No! regime, the Khmer 
Rouge have eliminated much of the 
educated class in Cambodia, which 
Includes anyone with a high school 
education or more. 

Education is practically nonexis- 
tent for children after they learn the 
rudiments of reading and writing. 
Children are encouraged to spy on 
their parents and other adults and to 
report to the authorities on any sign 
of “decadent" behaviour. ■» 

There is no mass -circulation 
newspaper in the country, only a few 
journals which are circulated to

selected government officials. 
Loudspeakers are the most common 
method the government uses to com- 
municate with the people. 

Whereas most Communist coun- 
tries see the elimination of money as 
a long-range goal, Cambodia 
already has withdrawn all currency 
from circulation, substituting a 
barter system. - 

There are now an estimated 200,- 
000 parsons living in Phnom Penh, 
compared with 1.8 million in the 
c&pltal’-s heyday and two million 
when the city was swollen with 
refugees two years ago. Most of the 
country's five million surviving in- 
habitants work in labour camps in 
the countryside. Many ore required 
to spend their evenings writing about 
past crimes they have committed.

BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Nearly six 
mini on Belgians voted yesterday for 
a new government, which they hope 
will solve the country’s pressing 
economic problems and give greater 
autonomy to its Dutch and French- 
speaking regions. 

The final results of the vote — 
compulsory in Belgium — should be 
known by around midday today. But 
no party is expected to win an 
overall majority, and weeks of 
negotiations could follow before an 
alliance representing both regions in 
sufficient strength can be put 
together. 

However, most analysts believe 
the centre-right Social Christians of 
outgoing Premier Leo Tindemans, 
based largely in Dutch-speaking 
Flanders, and the Socialists, 
strongest ha the economically declin- 
ing industrial region of Wallonia, 


will remain .the jargoat parties, and 
could patch up their differences 
enough to share power *. m ; .is • ; 

. Belgium's language dispute, in- 
flamed hy the differing effects of in- 
flation and high unemployment on 
the two communities, flared up last 
week in a Flemish district outside 
the mainly French-speaking c apital, 
when police had to move in to pre- 
vent fights between Dutch and* 
French-speaking militants after the 
commune mayor banned French- 
language election posters. 

The ban, overruled by the interior 
minister, could lead to gains for the 
Brussels-based French-language 
Front Democr&tique des Fran- 
cophones (FDF) , though no major 
advances were predicted for the 
PDF’s ally, the Raseemblement 
Wallon (RW) or the extremist Dutch 
Federalist Volksunie Party.

Remember: Only you can finally 
decide which colours you— want in 
your garden; you are the architect 
and all you plan and plant is your 
personal choice. 

Height. The first row of your 
border (from the visitor’s view- 
point) should be planted with very 
low-growing flowers, so that 
everybody can enjoy the behind 
ones. For that reason you have to 
learn more about the maximum 
height of each flower. We know low- 
growing flowers, with an average 
height of 10-16 cm., medium-high 
(mes up to 20-40 cm., and finally tall 
flowers from half a metre to one 
metre and more:' 

Season. Every season has its 
specific plants. In our country there 
are some differences. In the hilly 
regions, such as in Jerusalem, all 
flowering occurs 2-3 weeks later than 
in the coastal plain area. In the Jor- 
dan Valley and on the Dead Sea 
shores (Kallia — Ein-Gedi) on the 
other hand, everything blooms 
several weeks earlier. 

Proposals for a satisfying summer 
border. Plant portulaca for the first 
two rows. The seeds are very small, 
so you have to prepare a seed box 
with fine sandy soil for germination. 
The plants, tiny at first, have to be 
watered carefully. When they reach 
a height of 6-8 cm., you can 
transplant them to the border, 15 cm. 
apart with a space of 20 cm. in 
between the rows. Portulaca leaves 
cure succulent and remind one of

Esperanto in Israel

rather tense before the opening of 
the show. Shimoni and Carmel sat in 
the fifth-floor studio atop TV House 
in Jerusalem, their faces covered 
with the thick pancake make-up re- 
quired for TV. A rye Orgad, who 
presides over phoned-in messages in 
the basement studio, smoothed down 
his sweater and passed his hand over 
his blond hair. Dan Kaner, stationed 
at the site of the "treasure," fidgeted 
when the camera team had the 
wrong angle. A strategically placed 
microphone broke down but was fix- 
ed just in time. 

The serpentine plastic tube 
through which the phone messages 
were propelled by the 14 student 
operators to Orgad via compressed 


air was tested and re-tested. The 
rush In the studioB and even the 
cracked wood of Orgad 's desk didn’t 
matter. All that counts is what 
appears within the camera frame. 

Carmel, a chemist and the father 
of three, answered assuredly and 
quickly, unaware of a phoned-in 
bomb threat to TV House that 
brought police patrol cars and a 
bomb squad to the building in mid- 
show. (The staffers in the control 
room remained calm — such threats 
are a common occurrence — and it 
turned out to be a false alarm.) 

As it became apparent that the rid- 
dle would be solved very early. 
Ganon called upstairs to ensure that 
an extra "filler" was available to 


take up the slack. By the time 
Carmel had guessed that the 
"treasure" was hidden at the Town 
Major’s office In Beersheba, the 
phone operators off-camera had 
already risen from their seats and 
workmen — eager to get home 
before midnight — began to disman- 
tle the plastic tube' and the studio set. 
When the cameras in Beersheba 
came on, Orgad had already 
cleaned his desk and unplugged his 
microphone, and the studio was 
empty, leaving the control room 
staff to finish up. 

The plastic tube, the desks and the 
cameras will be rolled out again 
tonight for the last “Treasure Hunt” 
for now. 


TEL AVIV. — Teaching English in 
the schools only helps prepare young 
Israelis for eventual emigration to 
the U.S. So why not teach Esperanto 
instead, as a language which will 
link Israel to the outside world? And 
Zamenhof. who invented Esperanto, 
was a good Jew and an early 
member of Hovevei Hon. 

Dr. Henrek Mashler, who runs 
Esperanto courses in Israel for the 
local Association of Esperantists, 
thinks Esperanto can serve all the 
.purposes of English, without being 
ah incentive to emigration. 

The Esperantists held their annual 
conference in Tel Aviv recently. All 
the speeches were in Esperanto, as 
was social conversation between the ■ 
members. 

There was a very definite genera- 
tion gap among the approximately 
100 persons present in the conference 
room. Part of the audience was in its 
50's, 60's or older, mainly people who 
came from Europe. On the other 
hand, there were participants- as 
young as 18 . _ 

There were also several young im- 
migrants from English-speaking 
countries. Nahum, from the U.S., 
started learning Esperanto from a 
book while in New York. Later, be 
cycled across Europe from France, 
speaking and learning Esperanto on 
the way. 

Dr. Mashler, who estimates that at 
least 1.000 persons have finished the 
courses he directs, sayB Esperanto 
can be learned in a 16 -week course, 
of one 90-minute lesson each week. If 
children were to learn It in school for 
45 minutes every day over two years, 
they would know the language 


perfectly. 

The reason is that Esperanto is 
based on 16 grammatical ruic-s into 
which there are no exceptions. Thus, 
all nouns end in "o.” all adjectives in 
"a," all plurals in "J” ete. At the 
same time, the language is built on 
the use of prefixes, affixes and suf- 
fixes to make an infinite number of 
■ words. For instance, the prefix mal 
means the opposite: bona means 
good; malbona bad; funa, young; 
maljuna old — etc. 

One of the young Esperantists 
described the activities which the 
young people carry out. They run 
correspondence courses Jo bring 
Esperanto to farflung places which 
the teachers who conduct classes in 
larger communities (all on a volun- 
tary basis) cannot reach. They are 
now working on an exchange 
programme under which 15 Israeli 
high school pupils who apeak 
Esperanto will go to Germany next 
summer as guests of the German 
Government, with 15 German 
youngsters reciprocating the follow- 
ing year. 

Esperantists here as elsewhere 
sometimes seem a bit fanatic to the 
outsider when they speak of their 
language as a tool towards world 
peace and as the universal language 
of tomorrow. "I know we have op- 
ponents," Dr. Mashler said. "But I 
think I prefer people to speak 
against us than not talk about us at 
all." 

At the International Esperantists 
Congress to be held in Iceland in 
August, Israel will be represented by 
an eight-member delegation. 



perennial mesembry — anthemum, 
but portulaca Is an annual and can- 
not be propagated by cuttings. Its 
value is in Its beautiful colours. Tt 
flowers in all colours of the rainbow, 
surprising you every morning with 
new flower buds, which open in 
sunshine and fade at night. But for 
every fading flower, new ones 
appear the next morning, providing 
a long-lasting (for the whole 
summer) brilliant, multi-coloured 
effect. 

For medium-high border flowers, 
plant zinnia lilliput (different 
colours) with a maximum height of 
40 cm.., or big tagetes (marigold) in 
yellow and orange, also reaching a 
height of 40 cm. Both kinds need a 
planting space of 40 cm. from seed- 
ling to seedling. 

as a high (background) flower for 
a decorative border, I recommend 
either cosmos (white, red, pink and 
purple) or am ar an thus (Love Lies 
Bleeding — Hebr. s’navshuaL Both 
these annuals reach a height of 100- 
120 cm . and h ave to be planted 50 cm. 
apart. 

Fun for summer. You will be con- 
sidered a magician if you plant 
kochiri (Mexican Fire Bush) 
somewhere at the side of your lawn 
or around your trees. It's an annual, 
neat, fast-growing foliage plant. Buy 
a seed packet and prepare the plants 
in your own nursery frame now, in 
April. Transplant 10-15 cm. high 
seedlings in May. some 40 cm. apart 
and water them carefully in the ear- 
ly stages, as they are likely to damp 
off. And now, the sensation: The 
finely-cut. light green leaves of the 
kochia turn coppery-red in the 
autumn, hence the name "Fire 
Bush.” 

Coloured Maize. Seeds of this fun 
plant are available at most seed- 
shops. April is the best growing time. 
Sow the seeds in your vegetable 
patch or in another sunny place. 
Corn (maize) is a big plant and the 
seeds must be spaced in the row 
some 30-40 cm. apart. This may 
seem quite a distance, but if you 
plant them closer you will have a 
poor crop with small and incomplete 
corn cobs owing to poor pollination. 
This plant grows like common edible 
sweet corn, hut its cobs are not white 
or yellow, but blue, red, purple or 
grey. They can be dried in the open 
air and used as decorative items. 
The seeds will germinate after ap- 
proximately 10 days and, if watered 
and cultivated regularly, will reach 
a height of 100-120 cm. Harvesting 
will start in July. 

Ornamental gourds. There are 
numerous species of ornamental 
gourds with different shapes, 'sizes 
and colours. Some are like little 
melons, others are more similar to 
cucumbers, round or oval, green, 
orange, yellow or striped. Seeds 
should be sown now where they are 
to grow, in a light rich soil in a sunny 
corner (on a compost heap). They do 
not transplant, well like their 
relatives of the vine crops 
(cucumbers, melons, squash, 
pumpkins) . Fruits should be picked, 
when ripe, before frost, dried and 
preserved as ornaments. 

Taiffn Sponge. Luff a c ylindrica is 
another member of the gourd fami- 
ly. It is a typical climbing summer 
plant which should be sown now 
(April) . But luff a is more than a sim- 
ple gourd. It is a beautiful ornamen- 
tal. which produces an edible fruit, 
as well as an excellent and cheap 
sponge. The glossy green leaves, 
bright yellow flowers and deep green 
fruit cover a four-metre trellis in one 
season. The vine can also b e trained 
to grow laterally over a lower fence. 

Luff a, if cut very young, taste like 
dark green zucchini squash 
(Jdxhuim) and can be prepared In 
the same way." When the biff a fruit 
starts turning yelldw-brown, it is 
ready for harvest. Cut it from the 
vine and soak it in water until the 
peels easily from the fibrous 
skeleton. Shake out the seeds 
/preserve them for next season!) 
and the long lasting potscrubber will 
he rendv for use.

Me tulla-born Esther Levitt, 75, 
and Yemen-born Ya’acov Avraham, 
58, will get tbe prize for 
"perseverance and excellence In 
manual labour," -and Ukrainian- 
born Avraham Kalir, 74, will get the 
prize for his “industrial and social 
efforts." 


Esther Levitt, grand-daughter of a 
Metulla. founder, worked on the 
family farm In her childhood and 
youth. After marrying Yosef Levitt, 
a member of the Gedud Ha’avoda 
(Labour Battalion) that came to 
build the local police fortress, she 
went with the battalion to Haifa for 
five years (1825-30). A pillar of the 
Soldiers Welfare Association, she is 
known as "Aunt Esther" to 
thousands of soldiers fcho have serv- 
ed .In tbe North. She continues to 
work the family farm and, during 
the packing season, as a hired hand 
in the local packing-house. 

Ya'acov Avraham came to Israel 
in 1M8 In “Operation Magic Carpet." 
He settled in Gedera, where he is to 
this day an agricultural worker, the 
only tenured member of tbe staff of 


the ftetta company that lends citrus 
groves and vineyards. He Is also ac- 
tive In civic affairs, and conducts 
classes in Jewish subjects in the 
- local synagogue. Be has five sons, 
three daughters, and 27 
grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren. 

Avraham Kalir got his degree in 
chemical engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Toulouse, France. After settl- 
ing In Ramat Gan In 1984, he es- 
tablished the Argaman textile dye- 
ing works, which be transferred to 
the Yavneh 'development zone in 
1966-87, In response to the 
government’s appeal for “popula- 
tion dispersal." Argaman was one of 
the country's first enterprises to 
torso a joint management-workers 
production council, to Institute 
norms and premiums, and to es- 
tablish a scholarship fund for 
workers' children. He has been 
president of the Manufacturers' 
Association, was one of the initiators 
of the Production Research Founda- 
tion and of the Productivity 
Institute, was volunteer head of th e 
Commerce and Industry Ministry’s 
textile section, has gone abroad on 
government missions, and helped to 
establish f»nd served on tbe boards of 
Institution* of higher learning.

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Coffee prices will 
go up again soon

Coffee prices, which have just 
gone up, will rise again In two to 
three months — and tea prices will 
double pr triple. This Is because the 
price of 'both commodities is much 
higher in the London market th^i 
their present coats in Israel. The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday 
from senior officials in the 
Commerce and Industry Ministry. 

* . The London market is the trend- 
setting International centre for both 
coffee and tea prices. The price we 
now pay for our coffee Is based on 
the London price of $9,730 (XL93.500) 
for green coffee beans. But 
meanwhile the price in London has 
already gone up to £7,220 (XL87.000) 
per ton. This means that prices here 
are still about 25 per cent below 
world prices. 

The reason for the discrepancy is 
that Israeli importers still have 
stocks which may last for several 
months, and that as long as these 
stocks last, they will not be per- 
mitted to raise prices. 

The director of the Food Industries 
division in the Coznxrferce Ministry, 
Ben-Mbshe, said that a few years 
ago there were about 15 coffee im- 
port firms in the country. But that

As to the defence contained in sec- 
tion 15 (4), this does In fact refer 
specifically to an expression of opi- 
nion, in contradistinction to other 
subsections of section IS, and when 
the expression of opinion is on the 
conduct of a public official in his of- 
ficial capacity, then the presumption 
of good faith contained in section 16 
(a) would automatically apply. And 
even if the expression of opinion 
should contain a factual detail, then 
it would still remain an expression of 
opinion if this js the basic and domi- 
nant factor in the publication. 

As to the role of "truth" in an ex- 
pression of opinion, the rule is, con- 
tinued Justice Shamgar, that 
criticism of public authorities, 
•however scathing, vehement and 
uninhibited, will be protected even If 
the conclusions drawn by the critic 
are incorrect and his evaluations 
erroneous, as long as any of the cir- 
cumstances set out in section 16 (b) 
do not exist: that is, If the matter 
published la not true and the critic 
did not believe it to be true or if the 
matter published is not true and the 
critic had not, prior to publishing it, 
taken reasonable steps to ascertain 
whether it was true or not, and if In 
addition, the critic intended to Inflict 
greater injury by the publication 
than was reasonable in defending the 
values protected by section 19, then 
ids criticism would not be protected. 

In other words, the absence of 
truth, per ae, will not destroy the 
presumption of good faith, in the 
absence of the additional factors set 
out in section 16 (b) the onus of prov- 
ing that these circumstances were 
not In fact absent resting on the 
plaintiff. 

Furthermore, continued Justice 
Shamgar, even if the expression of 
opinion contains accompanying, un- 
important matters of fact, which are 
not wholly true, this would not affect 
the presumption of good faith on fee 
part of the publisher of them, as long 
as the expression of opinion refers to 
the public activities of a puhlic of- 
ficial. 


The question, Justice Shamgar 
went on to note, of whether the con- 
clusions and evaluation of the critic 
of puhlic institutions is reasonable 
(as required by section 16 (a) ) was 
given much attention by the 
District Court. But that court erred 
in its interpretation of what Is- 
reasonable. For reasonableness, 
within the meaning of section 16 (a), 

. does not mean that no other conclu- 
sion or opinion than that drawn or 
expressed by the critic could have 
been drawn or expressed in the cir- 
cumstances: nor does it mean, that 
only that version amongst several 
possible versions which the court 
think* the most logical Is the one feat 
should have been choeen by the 
critic. On the contrary, he held 
“reasonableness" means only that 
the publication should sot have been 
completely divorced from any possi- 
ble logical connection with the data 
on which it is based. Nor would a 
publication he deemed unreasonable 
only because its language was more 
vehement and unobjective than that 
which a more moderate and balanc- 
ed person might have used. Fbr the 
test is whether any fair man, 
however prejudiced he may be, and 
however exaggerated or obstinate 
his .views may be, would have ex- 
pressed himself In similar vein; or, 
In other words, whether the publica- 
tion expresses the puhllsher’shonest 
opinions and is not coloured by 
deliberate malice. 

The District Court, Justice 
Shamgar went on to note, had made 
the defences defined in section 19 
subject to -two -conditions: that the 
^matter publis hed (b oth facts and 
opinions) were true, 'and that the 
opinions expressed were considered 
reasonable by the trial court from 
the point of view of the con- 
siderations behind them and of their 
logic. But, 'he held, these conditions 
made an empty letter of section 15, 
since if the defamatory matter were 
proved to he true , than the defence of 
fair comment, contained in section 
15, would he superfluous. The true

SITTING AS COURT OF CIVIL 
APPEALS 

Before Justices Bermson, Shamgar 
and Ben Porat 

1. “Ba'aretz.” 2. Yair Kotler ft 
Others, Appellants, v.X. Israel Elec- 
tric Corporation. 2. Y&'acov Peled, 
- respondents (C.A. 728/74) 
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trnued. is to open the way to fair 
criticism and to protect it against the 
forays of the defamation law. even 
if the criticism is not based strictly 
on the truth and even if the thinking 
behind it does not excel in the logic 
desired by the trial court. 

The provisions of these sections 
are, he added, not meant to serveas 
an excuse for judicial censorship of 
truth and logic, but are aimed only 
against publication made with ac- 
tual malice: that -is with the 
knowledge that the publication is 
false, or with reckless disregard of 
wh ether it is false o r not. 

Returning to the contents of~t&e 
newspaper article under considera- 
tion,' Justice Shamgar held that 
those parts of the article which 
claimed that the respondents were 
not interested in selling the car in 
question. and were waiting for the 
storm to subside, after which Mr. 
Peled would continue to use the car, 
and calling on the Ministry of 
Development to instruct the 
respondents to sell the car without 
employing any further wiles, con- 
stituted expressions of opinion, even 
11 anchored in a network of facts of 
secondary importance. These parts 
could, therefore, be subjected to the 
testspf “fair comment" laid down in ■ 
sections 15 (4) and 16 of tire Defama- 
tion Law, and it was irrelevant 
whether the' conclusions drawn by - 
the writer of the article were true or 
not, as long as fee criteria laid down 
in these sections were proved to ex- 
ist. 

Since, he continued, the matter 
published was an expression of opi- 
nion on the conduct of the 
respondents — a government cor- 
poration and a public official respec- 
tively — in their official capacity (as. 
required by section 15 (4)) and as the 
publication did not exceed what was - 
reasonable inthe circumstances, fee - 


onus had passed to the respondents 
to rebut the presumption of good 
faith on .the part of the appellants. 

This they could have done by show- 
ing that fee matter published was 
not true and feat fee writer of fee ar- 
ticle did not believe it to be true. 
They had not succeeded in doing 
this, as it was quite obvious feat fee 
appellant had been satisfied feat fee 
information he had received from 
the QiMaibe n r Agencyh empkyeas 
had been true and tfie cir- 
cumstances strongly confirmed this 
opinion. Or else, the respondents 
could have proved that the matter 
published was not true and that the 
appellant had not taken reasonable 
steps to ascertain whether it was 
true. This, too, they hod not succeed- 
ed, in doing. For, the appellant had 
tried to get their side of the s tory 
from the respondents but bad been 
categorically rejected, and even 
though the respondents’ spokesman 
may have had good reason for refus- 
ing to talk to him, thte refusal could 
only have resulted in making the 
appellant even more suspicious of 
the respondents’ Intentions with 
regard to the ear. 

Finally, concluded Justice 
ghamgar, the respondents had failed 
to show that the writer of fee article 
in question had intended to inflict 
greater injury by the publication 
titan was reasonable in the cir- 
cumstances. So. .that, although the 
article in question had Attributed in- 
tentions to the respondents which It 
would appear they had never enter- 
tained, it had nevertheless been 
written in good faith, within the 
meaning of the Defamation Law, 
and this entitled fee appellants to the 
defence prescribed by that law.

number has now dwindled to four. 
This is because coffee prices are 
liable to extreme fluctuations and 
Israel only uses about 12,000 tons a 
year, costing about £80m.(IL760 m.) 
“This business is both too risky and 
too big for small importers," Ben- 
Mbshe said. 

He pointed out that the price of tea, 
too. had soared from $1,830 (Hi-7,- 
800) a ton hi December 1976, to £4,600 
(HA5,2DD) last month. Here too 
current shop prices still reflect the 
lower purchase costs of the existing 
stocks. 

The big price increase of coffee 
reflects a drop In 1075-76 production, 
unfavourable crop prospects in 19TB- 
77, and declining stocks. An important 
factor that reduced supplies was 
severe frost which hit Brazilian 
coffee plantations in 1975. It may 
take Brazil, the world's biggest 
' coffee producer, until 1978-79 to 
recover fully from feat blow. 

' The international market Is 
waiting • for September, when the 
crops are harvested in Brazil. Only 
then will fee world know whether 
coffee prices will come down or 
whether they will continue to he an 
object of world- wide speculation. 


Rising coffee prices 
set Americans 
to hunt for 
ersatz beverage 

.NEW YORK (UFI) . — The soaring 
price of coffee has prompted 
.roasters and drinkers to search for 
an ersatz drink feat tastes like the 
real thing but is cheaper by the cup. 

Substitutes ranging from soybeans 
to roasted roots are touted by enter- 
prising Americana as solutions to fee 
caffeine habit now that coffee is a 
luxury item. 

U.S. consumers drink more coffee 
than those in any other country and 
now pay £2.89 to $3.49 (IL2?to HA 2 ) a 
pound to satisfy a national addiction. 
The shelf price is expected to hit 
£4.50 ( IL42) a pound by early 
summer. 

General Foods Corp., fee No. 1 
coffee roaster, joined the search for 
a cheap alternative to conventional 
coffee, introducing Mellow Roast — 
a blend of coffee beans and natural 
grains which it says produces “a 
smooth, mild coffee flavour." It 
costs a good bit less than traditional 
ground and instant brands. 

Consumer resistance to record 
prices already has caused a 10 to 15 
per cent drop in shelf sales, promp- 
ting food chains to seek out amateur 
inventors who claim to have dis- 
covered an ersatz brew. 

In Orlando, Florida. George 
Sarantakos came up with “Bravo,” 
a blend of roots, weeds and other 
natural Ingredients. When hot water 
ija pouredon his secret formnla, it 
activates an amino acid chemically 
related to caffeine. 

Darrel Shirbroun, of Callender, 
Iowa, spent three months developing 
a drink from soybeans he can sell at 
£1.50 a pound. He was contacted by a 
national food chain that wants to buy 
the rights "for a little under" £im.,* 
"but I'm holding out for more," he 
said. "It’s nfy process and I've got , 
the secret. It’s so much like coffee it 
will scare you to death.”

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Self-imposed blockade 


T^E LINES are drawn between the shipping companies and the 
ships’ officers. The question to be settled between the two sides 
now that the Hiatadrut has withdrawn its recognition of the of- 
ficers union, is no longer just whether differentials shall be paid. 
. The Issue at stake, as Zim’s general manager Yehuda Rotem 
put it yesterday, Is a bigger one — whether the merchant fleet 
will be allowed in the future to function in. a businesslike 
manner, without constant holdups and Interruptions on the part 
of one or other — or both — of the shipboard unions. 

The ships’ officers are no longer content with fighting for their 
rights ; they now impinge on the rights of management to do its 
job, forcing the employer to take up the cudgels in his own 
defence. But not only that, they are also Impinging on the sphere 
of the public authority; and the Government, supposedly in 
charge of the public interest, does singularly little to defend It. 

Gad Ya'acobl, the Minister of Transport, may think it proper 
to stay out of the ring. The shipping companies and their crews 
are to conduct the struggle unimpeded. 

It may be perfectly legal for seamen to stop working, but It is 
not legal for them to keep the vessels In dock, against the In- 
structions of the company and the Ports Authority. The men 
have decided not only to paralyse the operations of the enter- 
prise employing them, but to blockade the country by denying 
dockspace to ships flying foreign flags. 

This is a challenge, which Mr. Ya'acobi has not picked up. He 
prefers to skulk behind the skirts of the Ship Owners Associa- 
tion. He wants them to fight not only their own battle, but his as 
well. 

The Cabinet met yesterday on the strike and will doubtless 
have to discuss it again. The Ministers will then be headed by a 
new chairman, who aspires to be the next Prime Minister. Mr. 
Peres was once Transport Minister himself. If he wants to. prove 
himself worthy of holding the highest post in the land, he should 
take this matter up. 

The people have begun to wonder lately whether they have a 
government at all, In the running of domestic affairs. Before 
deciding who is best capable of protecting the nation against its 
numerous foreign enemies, it would be useful for the voter to 
know who is capable of protecting the nation's harbour ap- 
proaches against a ships' officers’ union. 


Mystery in Nablus 


QUITE CLEARLY Rabbi Meir Kahane's foray into Nablus 
yesterday was an election gimmick. His party is a tiny rightist 
band whose very existence in Israel depends upon fabricating 
events in order to get publicity. 

It is plain, therefore, why Kahane was interested in travelling 
to Nablus. What la less clear is why the military authorities 
enabled him to do so. For it was known from the outset that his 
act was a provocation that would stir up the local population — 
far no reason — and bring the floodlight of had publicity upon 
the military administration. 

Israel's policy in the areas was designed from the beginning 
to let their residents live their own lives, support them in their 
local affairs with aid and technical assistance and promote their 
economic welfare. 

How this policy squares with throwing the area open for the 
Incitement of Meir Kahane is a mystery.

HOOLIGANS AT AIRPORT

Sir, — On my recent trip to Israel 
by El Al, I had a moat disturbing ex- 
perience. 

On arrival at Lydda Airport, I — 
and several other passengers — 
found that during the 30* minute': of 
waiting, our luggage had been 
damagjed by the airport handlers 
who were dealing with it. Knives had 
obviously been used to cut the 
luggage In several places. 

On departure by El Al. we 
deposited the luggage at the El Al 
Head Office in Jerusalem, to take 
advantage of the facility of having it 


examined the night before so as to be 
' able to arrive later on the morning of 
• departure. 

After examination, the luggage 
was kept at the E3 Al office. On 
arrival In London we found that dur- 
ing the period of safe custody, the 
locks on the luggage had been dis- 
turbed. Obviously somebody was 
looking for valuables, which the 
luggage did not contain. 

Both incidents were reported to 
the proper El Al departments and we 
eventually received the reply that 


they were helpless to deal with the 
hooligans who perpetrate these ac- 
tions because they are employees of 
the airport authorities. To my obser- 
vation that employees who break 
locks in order to find valuables could 
also plant explosives is the luggage, 
El Al said in reply: “All BenwGurlon 
airport employees are cleared by the 
police regarding security. Honesty .Is 
ot course a different matter.” 

We feel that only your Intervention 
with the airport authority and the 
police can rid the airport ot this plague 
of hooliganism and vandalism, and 
this we believe is important for the 
sake of security, for the sake of good 
public relations and for the con- 
venience of the public travelling to 
and from Israel.

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AN UNHEALTHY SITUATION 


THE PRESENT work dispute and 
warning strike action by the clinic 
doctors have gone almost unnoticed 
in the turmoil of political upheavals 
and industrial conflicts, yet the dot> 
tors’ action was more or less predic- 
table from the moment the agree- 
ment with the hospital doctors was 
signed at the end of last year, and K 
was only a matter of time before 
matters were ‘bound to come to a . 
head.

the result of the settlement with 
the hospital doctors was that clinic 
doctors — indeed all doctors not 
working' within a hospital 
framework — suddenly found 
themselves at a severe disadvantage 
financially. This despite the fact that 
most of the increases obtained by the 
hospital doctors were derived from 
considerably augmented stand-by 
and on-call duty payments. 

For example, oZZ hospital doctors 
holding specialist recognition were 
awarded a special supplementary 
payment of over HJ.,000 per month 
regardless of their rank. Similarly 
qualified doctors working outside 
hospital did not receive this award, 
even if their specialty was one which 
by definition indicated that the 
physician was trained specifically to 
work in the community, e.g. in 
public health or family medicine. 

Such an Imbalance in take-home 
pay within the profession, regardless 
of how it is derived, Is unhealthy not 
only in the eyes of the currently 
worse-off clinic doctors, but also 
from the point of view of the overall 
distribution of medical manpower 
among all branches of our health 
care services. It is highly un- 
desirable that any one branch of 
these services should prove 
significantly more attractive, finan- 
cially or otherwise, to members of 
the profession. The Inevitable result 
of such a situation would be the 
recruitment of a disproportionately 
large number of graduates to that 
sector, regardless of actual need, at 


the expense of other branches which 
might require them far more acute- 
ly. 

It seems strange indeed that, just 
at the time when there to an awaken- 
ing to the need to attract well- 
qualified young doctors to communi- 
ty medical sendees, such a substan- 
tial wage differential should have 
been created between the financial 
rewards to be gained from hospital 
work and work outside hospital, la 
this respect the medical profession 
itself cannot claim any credit for the 
way in which it allowed, if not 
engineered, the disparity to develop. 


variably have out-of-hours com- 
mitments, and .in any case they un- 
dertake work for! which medical' 
training and expertise is a stag qua 
non . 

It would in any case he foolish to 
suggest thaf any one branch of the 
medical services] is intrinsically . 
more important than any other in its 
contribution to the: health of the na- 
tion, Thus It is essential to ensure 
that recruitment to. each and every 
branch is in keeping with th e number 
of doctors required-. so that 
maldistribution is avoided. . - 
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EVERY DOCTOR has realised, by 
the time he qualifies, .that in 
whatever area of the 'profession he 
may eventually end up he will be 
celled upon to undertake a certain 
amount of work above and beyond 
that found in a regular 9 to 5 job. In 
hospital this Involves on-call and 
stand-by duties of varying amount 
and intensity, depending on the 
department concerned. In clinics — 
to Israel at least — It means working 
an extremely awkward split-day 
schedule which finishes at 7 p.m. and 
sometimes later, and undertaking 
house-calls, many at Inconvenient 
hours. In rural areas* it involves on- 
call duties as well as house-calls. 

All these tasks are expected and 
come as no surprise. Doctors to ad- 
ministration and in the public health 
service may have a more orthodox , 
daily work pattern, but even they in- 


ALL THIS Is not to say that doctors 
asked to pe rf orm 1 excessive extra 
duties should not be fairly reim- 
bursed for their efforts, but only that 
such extra payments ought only to 
begin after what is considered a 
reasonable amount of such work has 
already been carried out. This basic 
amount of out- of -.hours, or 
'irregular" duty would be taken Into 
account in calculating the basic ■ 
salary scale, which would he iden- 
tical for all posts id which a medical 
qualification is necessary. 

This in turn would make all 
branches of the profession equally 
competitive financially • thus helping 
to prevent recruitment anomalies. 
Apart from payments for excessive 
extra duties there should be no other 
“special” supplements at all, except- 
when there Is an agreed need to at- 
tract doctors to - specified under- 
manned positions, to specified un- 
dermanned areas such as develop- 
ment towns, or to both. 

Until such a realistic basic salary 
for doctors is agreed upon, the 
current type of squabble, focusing on 
“equal” payments for “extra” or 
“special” duties, or what have you, 
will no doubt continue and intensity 
to the detriment both of the unity of 
the profession aind the public's 
. health.

IN HIS ARTICLE titled “Anatomy of 
a slogan” (The Jerusalem Post, 
April' 6, 1977), Professor Benjamin 
Ainctn states that “Until some time in 
1971, the Arab claim to Palestine was 
made on behalf . of Arab 
nationalism hut that the slogan un- 
der which the Tom KIppur War was 
launched to 1978 “was no longer that 
of ‘Palestine belongs to the Arabs* ,” 
but "Palestine belongs to the 
Palestinians." He adds: 
“Spokesmen of the Israeli govern- 
ment, too. have joined the chorus, 
merely refusing to acknowledge the 
PLO as representing the 
Palestinians, and holding out for a 
combined Palestlnian-Jordanian 
solution.” 

■According to Professor Ahzin this 
change in Arab tactics was adopted 
“apparently on tpe advice of western 
public relations experts." As a 
result, "practically overnight" — 
that is, sometime in 1971 — "the 
definition of Palestine Arabs as 
Arabs disappeared from all 
outward -directed Arab statements, 
speeches and literature. Instead 
they were presented as a distinct 
Palestinian nation." 

The argument merits a close ex- 
amination. Is it true that it was only 
to 1971 tha,t the Palestinians began to 
make their claim to a Palestinian 
State not “as a branch of the Arab 
nation” but “as a distinct Palesti- 
nian nation?” 

True, the tact is t hat the PLO’s 
National Covenant, published in 
1904 and amended in 1906, does, in- 
deed. assert in its first article that 
the “Arab Palestine people” ia “an 
Integral part of the Arab nation.” 
Yet this did not prevent the authors 
of the Covenant from basing their 
demand for the establishment of a 
Palestinian State on “the legal 
■right" of "the Palestinian Arab 
people. . .to their hom eland." 

The record showa that the Palestinian 
Arabs at no time aaw any contradic- 
tion between the making of their de- 
mand for a Palestinian State, ac- 
companied by a reference to the fact 
of their being a part of the Arab na- 
tion — and the making of that de- 
mand without any such reference. 

The correspondence between the 
Palestine Arab Delegation and the 
British Government to 1922, published 
to the British White Paper of that

year, already shows the Palestinian 
Arabs demanding vehemently “the 
national right of establishing an in- 
dependent government the same as 
Mesopotamia and Hedjaz." 

In 1937 the Palestine Royal Com- 
mission, under the chairmanship of 
Lord Peel, laid down that one of tho 
two “underlying causes of the distur- 
bances of 1986” was the "desire of 
the Araba for national* in- 
dependence," and that .this 
“demand.. .takes priority” over any 
other claim. 

to 1948 the Araba of Palestine 
demanded of the Anglo-American 
Committee of Enquiry regarding the . 
problems of European Jewry and 
Palestine that it recognise that 
'Palestine should .become ah Arab 
State." 

A year letter the United Nations 
Special Committee on Palestine 
(UNSCOP) declared that the “Arab 
cause seeks the immediate creation 
of an independent Palestine west of 
the Jordan as as Arab State" and 
that “the desire of the Arab people of 
Palestine to safeguard their national 
existence is a very natural desire.” 
UNSCOP recognized the existence of 
a "Palestinian nationalism, as dis- 
tinct from Arab nationalism,” noting 
at the same time that 'Palestinian 
nationalism... Is itself a relatively 
new phenomenon, which appeared 
only after the division of the ‘Arab 
rectangle' by the settlement of the 
First World War.” 

The right of the Palestinian Arabs 
to a national existence was also 
accepted by the Jewish Agency at 
the time. In his appearance, on 26 
September 1947, before the Ad Hoc 
Committee of the UN General 
Assembly, Abba Hillel Silver 
declared on behalf of the Agency 
that, although the partition proposal 
drafted by the majority of UN S OOP 
was not really satisfactory to the 
Jewish people, the Agency was 
prepared to recommend the accep- 
tance of the partition solution. 


IN THE LIGHT of the foregoing 
documents — and the list is by 
no means exhaustive — does not 
the conclusion force itself upon us 
that the controversy that has been 
going on for years in this country 
concerning the existence or non- 
existence of a “Palestine entity," or 
a “Palestinian people,” la, in the last 
analysis, a barren debate? 

Certainly, the opinion that 
perceives the essence of the tragic 
Aiab-larael conflict, now in its 80th 
year, as rooted to the refusal of the 
Arab States to recognize the State of 
Israel and Its right to independent 
and sovereign existence, Is correct 
and well founded. Nevertheless, it 
must be clear that there is no- wayof 
resolving the conflict without a Just 
and reasonable solution of what is 
called the "Palestine question." I 
believe there is a constantly growing 
realization that the solution of the 
question requires, auionff other 
things, the withdrawal of Israel from 
moat of Judea and Samaria. 
Attempts to justify a refusal to 
withdraw by reliance on religious 
sentiments, or on unwarranted 
theories, and by disregard of 
political' and international realities, 
are hazardous In the extreme. (I am 
not dealing here with the weighty 
demographic considerations that are 
bound up with the issue of Judeaand 
Samaria, and must also he taken into 
account.) 

The era of de-colonization is now 
approaching its end. After the Se- 
cond World War scores of new states 
have been established whose crea- 
tion preceded the consolidation of 
the nationhood of their populations. 
So the question may he asked: in the 
political climate that prevails 
throughout the world today — to 
which a group of remote Islets, like 
the Maldives, with its total area of 
298 sq. kma. and ,a little more than 
100,000 inhabitants, enjoys in- 
dependence and membership in the 
UN — ia it wise to deny the existence 


of a "Palestinian entity’ ' or ' ‘Palesti- 
nian people?” 

Will not such an attitude In itself : 
endanger whatever prospect there 
might be ot successful negotiations 
for peace? And will It not blacken the 
image of Israel even among the 
states which support It, and lxr 
circles which sympathise with it? 

May I conclude by. pointing .out. 
that I am not suggesting that the es- 
tablishment of a third independent 
state between the tonlan. river and 
the sea commends itself as a’ 
desirable and effective solution. 
Many considerations, both those that 
affect the Interests of the Arabs 
themselves and those that involve 
the security of Israel, argue against 
It. I &e subject is extremely delicate 
in principle — namely the right of a 
group to decide its destiny and 
future. . 

to these circumstances, we should 
be careful not to raise arguments 
which can only complicate the situa- 
tion Spd slow down progress towards 
peace.'- ■ ■ ■
